Becomes state President, the Unanimous Choice of the Ancient Order of 

Hibernians in Kentucky For This Honor. 



Great Convention Gives Evidence of m Opening of a New and Auspicious 

Era In Affairs of the Oflder In This State. 



Officers Were Ctiosen From Eacii of t# Four Divisions in Louisville, and 
Every Man Is Capable (Q^llllntf His Position. 



The Kcatadty State coawatloa of the 
Aadeat Order of Hiberaiaaa waa held at 
Hiberaiaa Hall la«t Bnaday aad proved 
to be a sueceas in every way. The dele- 
gates got down to work at once an<l 
rushed bnsines.s through in great shai>e. 
.New oHicers were elected. Several niinor 
changes were made in the by-laws, and 
the Kentucky Irish American waa in- 
dorsed as the official State organ of the 
order. The Ancient Order in Kentucky 
is now in good shape financially. Active 
leaders are in chatge of the work aad 
they have been antboriaad to put organ- 
izers In the field to build up the organ- 
ization in the State. There are certainly 
enough Irishmen in Kentucky to justify 
at least one division in each of Ken- 
tucky's congressional districts, if not one 
in each of ber IIU counties. 

The hour set for the convention was 
1 ::tO o'clock, but it waa nearly 2 o'clock 
before State President Shiae rapped for 
order. While the dclcgatea.were settling 
down it gave them a diaaoe to aotice the 
artistic decorations of the halL The 
canopy above the State Preddeat'a chair 
was a thing of beauty, an Irish sunburst 
brilliantly illuniin«te<l by electric lights, 
flanked on either side by flags of the 
United States and Ireland. When the 
delegates were in onler I'resident Shine 
appointed Con J. Ford, of Division 2, 
Sergeant-at-Arma. State SecreUry James 
Coleman read the call for the convention. 
President Shine named the Committee 
on Cradentiala aa follows: Frank H. 
McNeil, Covington, and the Prealdents 
of the four local divisions — Thomas J. 
Dolan, William Meehan, Lawrence J. 
>Iackey and John H. Hennessy. 

After the coniinittee had retired to de- 
lif)erate the minutes of the last State 
convention were read and approveil. The 
report of the Committee on Credentials 
waa read by Chairman McNeil and was 
adopted aa read. Preaident Shine ap- 
pointed the following oommitteea:

State Secretary Colea»a read the re- 
port of receipts and disbursements of the 
State Board. The report showed a com- 
fortable balance on hand. State Treas- 
urer Howard read his report which was 
receivetl and filed. The reports of the 
State President and State Secretary as 
delegates to the national convention 
wete read and approved. A brief recess 
was taken to give the varioua ooauamit- 
tees time to formulate their repocta. 

Upoa reasaembliag the Comoiittee oa 
Rales of Order recommended that the 
rules of order that governed the State 
convention of 11>00 be adopted. The 
convention adoptetl the report of the 
committee. Mr. Rogers, Chairman of 
the Press Committee, requested that the 
individual aupport of every delegate be 
given the members of his cooiBiittec. 
Thia they promiaed to do. 

OMlrana Fatti^ T. Sallivaa, of the 
Committee on Staadlag of tha Order, 
read his report abowiaf Uta oaaierical 
strength of tha Aad«lfl||j|tef Hiber- 
nians in Kentcnky. RIIINHM that the 
committee recognized the necessity for 
organization and recommended that the 
State Board l>e authorized to incur any 
expense in organizing the State. The 
report waa adopted with favorable cooi- 
ment. 

Chairman Mulloy, of the Committee 
on Military, reported a recommendation 
that the State Board Uke immediate 
ateps to reorganise Company A, Hitier- 
nian Knights, aad to issue commissions 
and organize other companiea of Hiber- 
nian Knights wherever poesible. 

Chairman Hennessy, on behalf of the 
Committee on Resolutions, offered the

Rogers said that Mr. Keaaaa had sacri- 
ficed his time and money for the order, 
aad that if eleolad he p aiisaiBd aot oaly 
the wilt but the ability to roll up the 
State membership of the order to 6,000, 
distributed among twenty-five or thirty 
divisions. He sai<l Mr. Keenan nee<led 
no indorsement and if elected would fill 
the office acceptably, not as a matter of 
duty, but aa a matter of pleasure and 
love. There were no further nomina- 
tions. Thomas Keenan waa elected State 
Piaaideat by aoclamatioa. 

Newtoa Ro ger a in a aeat address aom- 
iaated Jamea Colemaa lof State V'w 
Presldeat. He told of lil^ twdve years' 
faithful service aa State S e cre tary and 
thought he deserved to Ke promoted. Mr. 
Coleman declined the nomination with 
thanks. Peter Cusick placed John Hen- 
nessy, the popular and indefatigable 
President of Division 4, in nomination 
for the State Vice Presidency. Mr. Hen- 
nessy was elected by acclaamtion. 

Retiring State Treaatircr Howard nom- 
inated Jaaiea Coleman lor R-«lectlon aa 
State Secretary. Joha Heaaeesy aoml- 
nated William T. Meehan. Mr. Coleman 
made a graceful speech, declining the 
nomination, and urged the election of 
William T. Meehan. He said no mis- 
take would lie made in electing him. 
Thomas J. Dolau nominated Lawrence 
J. Mackey for State Stcrrlary. Will 

Meehan waa elected by a large majority. 



Nomiaatioaa for State 
thea declared ia order. Ntwtoa Rogers 
eomiaated Fraak H. McNeil, of Coving- 
ton. Joe McGinn nominated Harry 

Brady. Pat Sullivan nominated George 
J. Butler. Mr. Butler wanted to with- 
<lraw in f.ivor of Harry Briidy and urged 
his frietnls to vote for Brady. His frieuds 
wanted Butlar, BO Iw «aa dectadbya 
close vote. 

This filled all the SUte oOoes, and as 
can be seen they were cboaen from 
each of the four Loaisville dividons, as 
follom: State Pra rid aa t, Thoaiaa Kee- 
nan, Diviaioa 1; Stete Vloe Preefcleat, 
John H. Hennessy, Division 4; State 
Secretary, William T. Meehan, Division 
■J; State Treasurer, George J. Butler, Di- 
vision Covington was chosen as the 
place for the next State convention. 

Chairman Meehan on behalf of the 
Committee on Reviaion, rejmrted that his 
committee recommended that the State 
Secretary and State Treasurer be required 
to give suitable bonds. The committee 
otberwiae rsfneed to racommend any 
chaaga ia tha by-lawa preferring to allow

and made a brief address, telling how 
glad he was to be among his old friends. 
He congratulated the convention upon 
the diligence with which thiqr dispatched 
boaineaa aad also eoagrataktad the 
members of the order ia Keatacky upon 
the peraonnel of the new State olBcers. 
He invited all present to St Louis in 

Jamea O'Hara, of New Albany, County 
Secretary, was called upon. He said he 
came only to look on and to see how the 
Kentuckians dispatched bu.siness. Judg- 
ing by what he had observed, the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians in Kentucky ought 
to be blessed with success. 

£x-County President John J. Barrett 
waa called upon and made a brtef speech, 
expreaBiaghi%.ddight with the ooavea- 
tloa aad ite work. The basia ess of the 
conventiov b« aald had baaa transacted 
pro|)erly snd had not been left to the 
State ofTicers after adjournment. He 
told how the Ancient Order had flour- 
ished twenty-eight years ago. He urged 
that the old interest be revivetl. He 
advocated the employment of capable 
organisers and that they be well paid. 

Bx-SUte President Martin Cusick, 
wbea called apoa, reapoaded ia his 
uaaal InuaoroBS style. Be coagratulated 
the delegates on the harmony that pre- 
vailed and upon their selection of State 
officers. He predicted a marvelous 
growth of the order in the .State during 
the next two years. 

Kx-State President Pat Holley was 
next called for and responded sbly. He 
said he was glad to see such representa- 
tive meatbers of the order as delegatea to 
the State ooovention. He urged every 
aiember to give the aaw oOcers their 
hearty and undivided support The 
new officers, he said, were all hustlers in 
whom he had the utmost confidence. 
James Barry, known as the "Hibernian 
Kncyclopedia," and David O'Connell, 
wi re called uiK)n and <klivere<l appropri- 
ale aiMrissis. Mr. O'Connell said the 
order in Keutucky was rapidly reaching 
that stage of perfection which they had 
been struggling for through many years. 

Tom Keenan, State Preaident elect, 
waacaUedfor. He said ia part: "This 
ia the proodeat day I remember dariag 
the twenty-three years that I have been a 
member of the order. He also paid high 
tributes to his new colleagues, John 
Hennessy, Will Meehau and George 
Butler. He askeil for the co-o})eration of 
every meuiber iu the work entrusteil to 
him. He urged the members to bring 
their sous with them to the meetings, and 
pledged himself and the other officers- 
elect to do their full duty that the order 
adght grow, aa order that pteate the 
proper principles in the hearta of young 
men. He promised to visit any part of 
the State to institute a new division. 

Judge M. T. Shine, the retiring State 
President was called for. He responded 
in his able manner. Nearly all of the 
sentiments he expres.se<l were wholesome 
and made a very favorable impression 
upon bis hearers. He said be waa deeply 
grateful for the many honors oonferied 
rxfoa him by the onler, aad spoke feel- 
ingly of tbr anmbar of tiuMa be had 
baea dected State Pteaideat aad State 
Delegate of the order.

Some time ago there were various 
rumors regarding the negotiations 
between the United States and the 
Vatican concerning the Philippines. 

One of these rumors stated that 
President Roosevelt had asked, 
or would ask the Pope to appoint 
Archbishop Ireland as Apoatolic 
Delegate to the Philippines to ar- 
range the settlement of the church 
matters there in favor of tlw United 
States, in return for wllidi the 
Archbishop would be created a 
Cardinal, and thus be eligible as 
the American candidate for Pope 
on the death of Leo XIII. Only 
ignorant and thoughtless persons 
paid any attention to such a rumor. 
It was so absurd on ita ftee. Leav- 
ing aside the stultification of Arch- 
bishop Ireland, President Roosevelt 
and Pope Leo, which such a 
•dieine would imply, it would be 
impoariUe of aucceaa. Appoint- 
ments are not arbitrarily made by 
the Pope or any other one indi- 
vidtial in the Catholic church; there 
is no such thing as candidates, 
electioneering or wire-pulling to 
attain them, as in poUtics, a fact 
whldi pditldana and anti-Catho- 
lics, even some ministers, it seems, 
can not understand. Again, were 
President Roosevelt so forgetful of 
the proprieties as to make auch a 
rc'incst, he would have met rebuff 
from the Vatican as well as from his 
Cabinet. And if ArchUshop Ire- 
land were a party to any auch 
scheming, he would most certaiAly 
hear from Rome, and it would not 
be a Cardinal's hat he would get. 

But the Wisoonain Methodist 
Conference seems to attach enough 
importance to the rumor to address 
to President Roosevelt a letter 
signed by their presiding Bishop, 
expressing their "pain" at seeing 
such a rumor in the press, but 
"strongly doubt the correctness," 
for "it does not seem possible that 
the President of the United States 
could thus violate the spirit of the 
constittttkNi of the Utritcd States, 
which requires the complete separa- 
tion of church and State," and 
"hope to see it authoritatively 
denied." 

Which would indicate that the 
members of the conference are uo 
better lawyers than students of 
Catholic church coclcaiaatical law 
and practice. President Roosevelt 
doubtless can teach them something 
about oonatitutional law, and the 
Pope and Biahop Ireland might 
enlighten them on the latter. If 
Preaident Roosevelt did as charged, 
it would be a very wide atretch of 
imagination to make hia act "union 
of church and State," in violation 
of the constitution. It could be 
only an act improper and ont^e 
bis duty or right, and the offense 
wonld not be against United States 
law, but an affront to the Vatican, 
by aeeking to intrude hia wishes 
into the affairs of the church. We 
hope, though we doubt it, that 
President Roosevelt will answer 
the letter. Sudi oommnnications 
usually find their way to the waste 
basket, the President's time being 
devoted to matters of some impor- 
tance. 

It may be true that President 
Roosevelt has expressed his gratifi- 
cation at the report that another 
Cardinal will be named for the 
United States, even Archbishop 
Ireland. And if so he only showed 
that he appreciated the honor con- 
ferred upon the country by the 
Vatican. And he would be a poor

The conference of Colonial Min- 
isters in London, of which so much 
was expected, has finally adjourned 
with little more than paaaing notice. 
It seems to have been a disappoint- 
ment to the Government., The 
propoaitioaa for "pr efe re n tial" 
trade, and to have the colonies aid 
with money and men in maintain- 
ing the army and navy of the em- 
pire, by which British trade and 
anmunent were to be strengthened, 
were not approved; in fact, were 
emphatically rejected. The colon- 
ists could not be convinced of the 
benefit of trading only with Eng- 
land and each other; and positively 
refused to see the patriotic duty of 
agreeing to aupply proportionate 
shares of men and costs to maintain 
an imperial army and navy "for 
imperial armaments based on 
European atanding armiea and 
preparations for war," as Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, of Canada, expressed 
it. Canada and Australia, inatead 
of accepting the government pro- 
posals for unifying and strengthen- 
ing the empire, led the opposition. 
The only result of the conference 
waathat it gave the oolooles an 
opportunity to make known and 
urge upon the Government their 
respective wants, and this they did 
with ttuanimity. It deveh>ped that 
the colonies are far more interested 
and anxious about their own local 
welfare than the prosperity and 
gkiry of the Britiah empbe, and 
were bold enough to say so. 
Chamberlain's colonial conference 
was only productive of more worry 
ing problems. 



nominally offcUda of China, the 
Chief of .the Cinese customs and 
pastal service being; Sir Rol)ert 
Hart, a British subject, and most 
of tab snbordteatea, nuiedl liy Mm, 
being likewise. Russia evidently 
does not recognize these British 
subjects as Chinese officials within 
the meaning of the Manchuria 
treaty, and has ordered the expul 
sion from Manchuria of all British 
customs and postal offidala em- 
ployed by the Chinese Government. 
This is jturt a contrary move to 
that contraied for by England— 
that Rnaain^dald evacuate Man 
churia. As Rnaria is reported to 
have 100,000 troops fully armed 
and equipped, and occupying com- 
nwnding positions in Mandiuria, 
and adding to her armament via 
the Trans-Siberian railway, the 
order of expulsion only confirms 
the impresaioa that there la no in- 
tention of evacuating, but that 
British subjects, though nominally 
Chinese officials, must evacuate. 
What course England will pursue 
in the matter has not yet been in- 
dicated. To comply with Russia's 
order meana the end of British in- 
fluence in Chincae affairs; to refuse 
may rca nlt teljw r.

renne. 

The young man, Boltoa and Combs, 
who wan aappoaad to have baen drowned 
at Coortaiacaheifj' have readied Cork 
and state that they mat with ao aiidiap 

whatever. 

The annual cycling and athletic BMet- 
ing under the auspices of the Cork Pre- 
sentation College was held on the Mar- 
dyke cricket ground and proved highly 
suoeeaafuL 

A aiotion moved by CouncHor Seattle 
at the aweting of the Dublin Corporation 
to praaeBt an addreas to the Earl of Dud- 
ley, the new T/ord Lieutenant, on his ar- 
rival in Dublin was rejected. 

In the foot bell match between Belfast 
Celtic aad Uafield at Celtic Park, Bel- 
fast, aome diaorderly scenes took place. 
The police had to keep back the crowd 
with their batooa aad aeveral arreata ware 
made. 

His Timinence Cardinal Moraii left Cork 
for Dublin. During the Cardinal's stay 
in the metropolis he will l>e the guest of 
the Archbishop of Dublin. He leaves 
for Derry soon aad ttwaee proceeds to 
Rome. 

Capt. O'Doanell, of the Free State 
foroea, who acoompaniad the Boar Oaa- 
erals on their voyage to Europe, has sine* 
been enjoying a stay in his native diatri^t 

in Waterford and visited the city of Cork 
on lilt Lord Mayor's invitation. 

At the meeting of the Drogheda Cor- 
poration the Mayor, who presided, read a 
letter receive<l from Mr. Carnegie, who 
offered to make a gift of £1,500 to Drog- 
heda for a free library building provided 
that the full rate empowered by the free 
lil>rariea act was levied and that a site 
was provided free. 



Lord Connemara died in London on 
Wednesday morning a week ago after a 
! long illnaaa. The deoeaaad, Who was the 
son of the fifth Barl of Mayo, was bom in 
18-^7. He sst aa member of Parliament 
for King's Lynn in the Conservative in- 
terest from 1868 to 1886, was Under Sec- 
retary for I'orelgn Affairs from 1874 to 
l.SH"> () and Covernor ot Madras 1886 to 
1890. He was created Baron Connetnara 
in 1897. 

At Killaneea, aear Craughwell, in 
South Oalway, on Sunday, was celebrated 
the anniversary of Raftery, the blind 
Connaugbt Irish poet, whose poema have 

been collected by Dr. Douglas Hyde. 
The anniversary this yesr took the shape 
of an Irish fds, which proved a great 
success. There wss an immense crowd 
of people present, and as the district isan 
essentially Irish-speaking one, there was 
scarcely a word of English to be heard 
throughout the day. The feis was under 
the suspices of the Craagbwell branch of 
the Celtic Leagna. 

An eviction waa carried out ia HUl- 
street, County Roscommon, a few days 
ago. The scene was a heartrending one, 
inasmuch as a husband, wife and three 
daughters, who had once carried on an 
extensive grocery and spirit business, 
were throwa out on the roadside. The 
proprietor of the house and premises was 
John Byrne, and the mortgageea were 
Jacob ft Ca, Straad atreet, Dublin, who 
obtained some three or four years ago a 
decree for posaeaalon of the place. Byrne 
was slso the postmaster for the district. 
The oldest daughter, in a frantic state, 
went down on her knees and cur.-seil the 
purchaser of the house, and Byrne him- 
self, who resisted with a pitchfoth, was 
arrested. 

About 4 o'clock last Satarday afternoon 
a young a»a aaaied Jelui McGUlicnddy 
fatally shot hia bnther'a wife and efter- 
ward shot himself, at Glencar, near Mc- 

Gillicuddy's Reeks, Killarney. It is 
statetl that McOillicuddy was friendly 
with the woman before he and his brother 
joined the army. His brother, who was 
first to return home, married a young 
woman who was engaged at Caragli Lake 
H<tfel. Both brothers had live<l under 
one roof— a honae on the wilds of Glen- 
car. On cateriag the house on last Sat- 
urday the deceased nua followed his 
sister-in-law into the yard, knelt down 
and, taking aim with a gun, shot her 
through the breast, and then shot him- 
self. The woman died in a few moments 
and her aaiaUaat anccnaibed a few honra 
later. 

A moat intereatiag fete took place at 
Kilronan, Area lalaad, laoeatljr. An 
Irish pisy and concert, orgaaisad by 

Father White, were given by natives, 
who wore Gaelic and native costumes. 
I'"or some time the fete was eaj;erlv looke<l 
forward to and the Calway liay Steam- 
boat Company gave a sjiecial excursion. 
Owing to the state of the weather only a 
few strangers attende<l, but the few who 
attended must feel that Aran ia not be- 
hind in presendac the ttiah language. 
Father White now leavea Area, after two 
years' faithful, tealooa uriaaionary work, 
regretted by all. At the conclusion of 
the concert the parish priest, who s^ieaks 
Irish fluently, thanked the strangers for 
their patronage and ,K>iiited out that 
tho.se who coulil appreciate genuine 
Gaelic were afforded a rare treat and 
could judge for tliemselve.s the hoUow- 
ness of the vaporings of those who had 
the temerity to say that the prlesta of 
Aran were anti-Iiish. 

At the fortnightly Petty Sessions 
Court, Roscommon, R. L. Brown, R. M., 
in the chair, the Magistrates were for a 
considerable time occupied iu taking 
evidence in the case of the Crown against 
James Friery, of Fuerty, for assaulting 
the Sheriff's special tiailiff, John Cooney, 
and threatening the police who were pro- 
tecting him with a bill hook. It appeared 
that Cooney when atakiag the aeisure on 
foot of a civil bill decree of some cows 
t>eU)nging to the defendant took away a 
grazing cow not his property. This an- 
noyed I'riery, who rushed at the bailiff 
and knocked him down. Sergeant Dee- 
gan and Constable Webb then interfered 
and caught defendant. Later, at hia re- 
queat, they released him to get some 
money that waa in the bouse to satisfy 
the decree. Instead of doing thia, de- 
leadaat obtaiaad a bill hook aad, rndilng 
at the poHoe, awore he would eat the 
heads off then. The bill hook had to be 
taken from him by force. Defendant 
had summonses against the jxilice for al- 
lef^eil assault atid after heariiij; evidence 
at great length the bench fined him in the 
two cases, with costs, altering their first 
ruling of a numth'a imprisonment at the 
urgent appeal of hia solicitor, Mr. 
Whelan. 

Heavy rains fell in Ireland on Tuesday 
and Weidnesday, September 2 and 3. The 
streets of Dublin received a thorough 
washing. The rain was accompanied by 
a strong wind, which at times rose to 
half a gale. Beyond the flooding of the 
low-lying diatricta, no aerions damage 
haa been reported, tlwN^h it caa oaly be 
atating a fact to aay that ia hooaas at the 
foot of the hllla. etc.. the water ainat have 
caaaed considerable inconvenleaoa. Ia 
the suburbs large pools of water conid 

here and there !>e seim, while lilackrock 
I'ark, which is at a particularly low level, 
es|)ecially in and around the band stand, 
presents the appearance of a pond. 
Toward 10 o'clock in the morning the 
dark clouds sppeared to be passing away, 
aad after a ttaie the ana aiade ite wel- 
come appearance and everythiac aeemed 
to indicate an improvemeat ia aiatters 
atmosphericaL The day waa character- 
ixed by alternate ahowera and periods of 
sunshine. Floods were also reported at 
Belfast, caused by torrential rains. Glen- 
gall street, Grosvenor road and the Great 
Northeru railway station were unap- 
proachable, while the opera house was 
completely surrounded. A hesvy gale 
waa also blovring and business was at a 
standstill. The Press Association's Lu- 
bna (County Antrim) correspondent 
states that owing to terriUe rain atorms 
the atrects were under water to the depth 
of several feet. Great damage has been 
done. Household goods were floating 
about and people were being removed 
from their bonaaa in carta.

The meuu was excellent 
and reflected credit on the hotel manage- 
ment. Rev. Father O a a i t poh l iatoked 
the blessing. 

In due time the gneata dispatehed the 
viands laid before then, and after the 
cigars had been lighlad Toastmaater 
Rogers arose in his place and apcdogised 
for his shortcomings, as he ssid the posi- 
tion of toastmaster was new to him. No 
apologies were necessary, however. lie 
acted the part as well aa if he had been 
working at it all his life. He was witty, 
modest, courteous, brilliSut and at all 
times pleasant. He was, ia short, an ideal 
toastmaater. Mr. Rogers introduced Judge 
M. T. Shine, of Covil^on, who re- 
sponded to the toast, *fGood of the 
Order." 

Judge Shine delivered his remarks in 
his usual impressive style and luaile a 
fine impression. He spoke feelingly of 
what he knew of the order during the 
thirty-three years that be had been a 
member. He congratulated the members 
of the order in the county of Jefferson 
and State of Keutnoky over the auapi- 
dona inanguraiion of ia new era. He told 
how the Ancient Order had buffeted time 
•ad storms, snd how throogh the efforta 
of the members and with the encourage- 
ment of the clergy the order continued 
to live and flourish. He said that tlie 
Hibernians had possibly done more to- 
ward the amelioration of suffering hu 
manity than any other organi/jition. The 
Catholic man by reaao^ of being a Catho- 
lic ought to be the beat cUCaaa; ao ought 
a Catholic aodety be the best society, and 
that the Ancient Order of Hibernians 
had proven to be. Judge Shine said there 
was a united effort all over the country to 
bring the meml>ers of the order closer to- 
gether in order that they might more 
readily practice the great principles of 
the order, "Unity, Friendship and True 
Christian Charity." He urged all to 
work singly and collectivelj for the good 
of the order, aad bade U||RB reflect upon 
its obligatimia. 

Jamea Rodgera, a valeiaa member of 
the order, had been selected to respond 
to the toast, "The Ancient Order," but 
he could not be present. Frsnk Cun- 
ningham, of St. Louis, wss called upon 
in his stead. Mr. Cunningham made a 
brief address, speaking of the freedom of 
our glorious country, snd told bow 
largely the Irish had contributed to make 
the country what it was. He urged the 
members of the order to give their chil- 
dren Catholic edncatioaa ao that they 
might be proud of their religion, their 
country and their anceatty. 

Thomas Keenan, the new State Presi- 
dent responded to the toast, "The Hiber 
nian of today." Mr. Keenan began by 
congratulating the Aucient Order of the 
present on tlie way its members were 
rising in the world. He said that at the 
present time iU members came from 
every trade, profession and walk in life. 
He provoked a laugh by referring to the 
fact that the order in Louiaville even had 
a brewery coaaection, Tom Cody, of 
Senn & Ackeraiaaa Brewing Company. 
The steps taken at the aleetiag held in 
the afternoon, he said, wqald enable the 
Hibernians to accompHdl their every 
purpose and bring in many new mem- 
bers. He concluded by stating that 
our forefathers woulil l>e proud of the 
organization could they see it today. 

John J. Barrett was down for a Ulk 
and he talked in hia old-time, happy 
vein, showing that Ua hatftii and apirits 
sre being n^idly iii atow fc Mr. Barrett 
dwelt particularly on tkt-^irtaea of the 
Ancient Order. He carried hb hearers 
back twenty-eight years to the time the 
first division was formed in Louisville. 
At that time the order in Louisville was 
mainly composed of workingmen and 
now today l>ehold the grand result, every 
profession is represented. He told how 
the order had relieved hundreds in dis- 
treaa and suffering outside as well as 
iaaide the order. Ito charity waa broad, 
heaaid. The amount of ae^d doae was 
beyond computation beoMiae no ledger 
account had been kept. Ha said Louis- 
ville was a bright star ia the ^ibemian 
firmament. The order had never been 
handled by [xjlilicians. No one ever 
found it necessary to ask any Louisville 
Divhion for charity. Mr. Barrett's re- 
marks were well received. 

Rev. Father Kelly, O. P., wss called 
upon to respond to the toast, "The 
Hibernian aa a Catholic." He said the 
tenaa were ajaoaymons. Te be a Hiber- 
niaa waa to be e CathoUe, aa 



man, a moral man, a credit to his conn- 
try and aaceatry. The Catholic church 
wae the bulwark of fceedom. lie said 
the blood of heroea and uurtyrs flowed 
through the velaa of Hiberoiaas. He 
called etteatioa to the fact that there 
were those who wanted the Irish people 
to forget past wrongs inflicted by the 
English Government. "No," said Father 
Kelly, "we can not forget our heroes 
and our martyred ancestors. We will 
not, ran not forget the noble traditions 
of the past. " 

WillUm M. Higgina, editor and pnb- 
lialwr, waa called upon to raapoad to the 
toaat, "The Catholic Preaa." After a 
few happy reawrka by way of pntaoe 
Mr. Higgina aaid in part: "The mission 
of the Catholic press ia to enlighten the 
people on current events, to keep the 
people in touch with the times, to guard 
them against errors of the purely secular 
press and to let them know what the 
Church is doing in the way of education 
and civilization. Its matter should 
always be in keeping with the teachings 
of the Church. When it oppoaaa the 
doctrlaaa of the Oiaidi it ea^aea to be 
Catholie. 

"The Catholic preaa riioald ever aeak 
after aad pnbliah the truth. It abonld 
ever avoid sensationalism, or so-cslled 

yellow journalism. Its columns should 
chronicle carefully and accurately what 
has happened in the sciences, in art and 
letters; yes, even the science of politics. 
To lie a gotxl Catholic one must be a 
good citizen of his country, and every 
dtiaaa to be a good citizen must take an 
intaraat ia politica. The Catholic jouraal 
should alae dmrnide eccuratdy athletic 
events, not prize fights, but running, 
jumping, rowing, base ball, etc. All of 
these are legptimate athletics, and the 
youth who is an athlete must keep him- 
self pure in mind, must be temperate in 
his habits. He learns to control his ap- 
petites and later in .life this training 
stands him in good stead when his men- 
tal powers are brought into competition 
with othera. The Cath<dic press should 
be eaconraged. It will aot do aloae to 
aay, the editor of the Cathelic Jouraal 
ia a dever fellow; me like him.* Catho- 
lic journals and writers are human; they 
must eat, they nmst wear clothes, they 
must support families, and they can't do 
these things on kind words alone. They 
need material aid. There never has been 
an issue of any Catholic paper that has 
not done some good. Bach and every 
one of them contain aomethiag that will 
touch a heart aoaiewhere, perhapa the 
heart of one who haa grown lukewann 
in hia faith, or who has fallen away from 
the church altogether. He picks up a 
Catholic paper, possibly in an idle mo- 
ment. He finds a story on 'mother.' It 
fits him. He can not repress a few tears. 
He can not put it out of his mind. The 
still, small voice of conscience can be 
silenced no longer. He reads and rereads 
that story. It reminds him of his own 
home and mother, of the prayers he 
learned at her kaee. He hnagers for 
mora atoriea of that kind and he finds 
them ia Catbolio jonrnahi aad thea al- 
most before he knows it he is back in the 
txisom of the church." 

riionias J. Dolan was down to respond 
to the toast, "Irish Sport." He pleailed 
illne.ss but was forced to say a few words 
which were well received. 

Rev. Father William Gauspohl was 
called upon and made a happy address. 
He told of a "caning" he reodved at the 
handa of the Aadeat Order ia Michigan. 
Father William still has the cane as a 
memento of the affair. He said it was 
good for men to get together at such 
meetings as the present occasion and 
exchange ideas. It cemented more 
strongly the union existing among them. 
He referred to AniTica as the bride and 
Erin as the fond mother. He spoke 
feelingly of the noble Irish soldiers who 
constituted mora than half of Washing- 
ton's army aid of Waahingtoa'a farewell 
sddresa to hia Catholic aoldiera. Great 
applause followed when Father Ganspohl 
closed by referring to Bishop McFaul of 
Trenton, N. J., as the "American Flag." 

Prosecuting Attorney Robert Hagan 
made au entertaining address on fraternal 
orders and tlie love of mankind.

THE WORK PBOGRESSES RiPIDLT 



Tlic work of painting and decorating 
the CatludrHl of the .Assumption is pro- 
gressing rapidly, and when the time for 
the golden jubilee of Bishop McCloskey 
rolls around this grand old e<lifice will 
present a pleasing appearance. The work 
is being done by J. h. StrMsel. one of 
IfOalsvilte'a laadioK painUng contractors, 
who also baa tlic emtrack lor p«iating 
the Tauple Adas land, Wanaa Mamo- 
rial cbnreh, ttaa aav Bspliat cfaorcta at 
Third and St. Catlieriae and several 
other large buildings. Mr. Strassel is 
giving his personal supervision to the 
painting of the Catlie<lral. The scaffold- 
ing in the church was erected by James 
Stewart, Barney Campbell is doing the 
plastering and Joaeph P. Wagner & Son 
ate doisg the rapairs to tbe roofing. 
These vary nam^ an goanntaaa that 
tbe work will ba wall doot. Wban com- 
pleted tbe exterior of tbe Cathsdral will 
he a dark red or as near to tbe natural 
brick as |>ossible, with wbite trimmings. 

One part of the work has attracte<i at- 
tention nil over the city during the past 
week. That is the gilding of the crass 
on the Cathedral steeple. The cross 
itself is twenty-two feet high and from 
tbe gronnd to tbe top of the cross is 300 
feet. It will take 40.000 aqaara inches of 
gold leaf to gild tba ctOH, sad to thia 
rarticnlsr work Mr. Strasael baa aaalgned 
William and George Prank, two brothers, 
who learned their trades in Louisville. 
The Cathedral was painted in ISSH, but 
the cros.s on the steeple has not been 
gilded since 1876. William and George 
Frank, swinging on their little three-foot 
scaffolda high up in the air, appear little 
targat than flies to persons on the ground 
below. Yat they go about their work as 
if they wart oe tans firma. Wban tba 
Cathedral croaa waa gUdad ia 1876 Joba 
Geppner did the work. Before that tbe 
work was done by Lige Metcalfe and 
William McCorkle. None but Ixiuisville 
(>ainterg have ever attempted to scale the 
dizzy height. When the work of paint- 
ing and decorating the Cathedral is com- 
pleted it will present a handsome ap|)ear- 
ance externally and internally.
